Father Groppi, Priest and Rebel, 
A Leader in Civil Rights Efforts

In past years, Milwaukee, the 
“Munich of America’’ was noted 
for its traditional Germar 
‘““Gemuetlichkeit’’ This term is 
virtually untranslatable, 
a genera! atmosphere of boister- 
ous good fellowship. 

Milwaukee is today noted pri- 
marily for James (€, Groppi, 
Roman Catholic priest and accused 
racial revolutionary. There has 
been much more said about Fr. 
Groppi in Milwaukee and a lot 
less of “Gemueitlichkeit”’ in recent 
months.

Background 


Groppi was born in the Mil- 
waukee area of lower middle-class 
Italian parents. Italians constitute 
one of the “beer city’s’’ smaller 
ethnic groups. He was ordained 
a Roman Catholic priest in the 
Milwaukee archdoicese and is at 
present an assistant pastor at one 
of the “inner city’’ Catholic 
parishes. 

This bespectacled slight man 
in his Roman collar has estab- 
lished himself in the past few 
years as leader and spokesman 
for the more activist elements of 
Milwaukee’s black community. For 
his followers, Groppi has ‘‘soul’’, 
that most elusive of qualities that 
many Negroes themselves don’t 
possess,

Groppi who ted his 
Youth Council ‘“‘com- 
mandos”’ in demonstration against 
racially-exclusive Eagles Club,

Groppi raises strong emotions 
outside the black community as 
well, They are not alwavs 
favorable. 

For a discontented white com- 
munity, Fr. Groppi is a wild eyed 
radical agitator whose intention 
is nothing less than a state of 
open civil disorder. A prominent 
judge, who brought many of the 
Groppi followers to irial, public- 
ly referred to Groppi as an ‘‘evil’’ 
man and even a ‘‘devil.’’ 

Nowhere does James Groppi 
cause more antagonism than in his 
own Church, Terrific pressure 
has been brougit by Archbishop 
Cousins, superiur of the contre- 
versial priest, to remove, €x- 
communicate or otherwise 
suppress the actions of Groppi. 

rhe activist priest speaks of 
the need ‘relevance’ of religion 
to modern realities. Many Catho- 
lics: fail to see the difference 
between what Groppi calls 
Christian relevance and what 
constitutes simple rabble- rousing.

Cleaver: ‘‘Well, I'm opposed 
to the system, but I’m taking part 
in it because | have to live under 
it and | don’t want to play the part 
of an ostrich. I recognize that 
those who ignore what’s going on 
today will be the victims of the 
gestapo knocking on their door 
some night and taking them offto 
some prison or concentratior 
camp. 

‘*l amalso aware of the connec- 
tion between the prisons and the 
larger prison outside. Inthe pri- 
son outside, we think we have 
certain freedoms, but if we exer- 
cise those freedoms we find that 
the gestapo comes down and in- 
flicts pain and murder and brutal- 
ity upon us. 


Prisons 


‘People are just beginning to 
learn that they are in prison and 
that they only have certain free- 
doms in the abstract —so longas 
they don’: exercise them, And 
when they move to oppose the 
policies of this government, the 
local racist police brutalize them 
as they did in Chicago. 

‘“‘We have a situation develop- 
ing in this country where the 
police departments have develop- 
ed a caste (system) similar to the 
caste concept developed among 
the military — the same moti-

*‘When you talk about the mili- 
tary-industrial complex, you’ve 
got to start talking about the 
Police- Military- Industrial Com- 
plex. They are moving now ina 
systematic manner to consolidate 
control over the people of this 
country —- over the government, 
And they are endorsing the most 
blatant racist candidates, as 
General Hershey did when he 
endorsed this pig, George Wal- 
lace. General Hershey — who 
sends out greetings to young 
black men in the ghetto asking 
them to go to Vietnam and mur- 
der other people of color.’’ 


The Election 


TV newsman: ‘‘ How many peo- 
ple do you really think will vote 
for you in November’”’ 

Cleaver: ‘‘Ihaven’t the slight- 
est idea. I know there are a lot 
of people who recognize that a 
vote is irrelevant, and they move 
to involve themselves in some 
political machinery that will deal 
with the situation. The vote is 
not the determining factor. We 
urge them to vote. We urge 
them to become involved in the 
kind of machinery that we are 
trying to develop. But our suc- 
cess will be determined by the 
number of people whom we in- 
volve in the machinery.” 


The Regents 


TV newsman: ‘‘What is your 
reaction to the action of the 
Board of Regents?” 

Cleaver: ‘I will consult with 
the faculty and the students and 
determine what they want me to 
do, and ! will do whatever they 
want me to do.”’ 

TV newsman: ‘You have 
said — in jest, | assume —that 
your campaign for president has 
been financed by Mao Tse-Tung 
and Ho Chi-Minh, and Fidel 
Castro. Would you care to com- 
ment on that’’’’ 

Cleaver: ‘‘The question is,

WASHINGTON AP — The House 
has passed without opposition a 
a compromise bill authorising $7.3 
billion over the next three years 
to help the nation’s colleges keep 
up with expanding enrollments, 

A voice vote after only a few 
moments’ discussion sent the big 
bill to the Senate for final con- 


gressiona! approval. Separate 


bills were passed earlier by the 


two houses, 

Its biggest spending proposa!s 
call for $1.87 billion during the 
period ending June 3, 1971 for 
construction of college academic 
facilities and $1.86 billion for 
student aid programs.
